The attack op 
Shanghai did not settle the boycott And it laid a further burden of many 
millions of dollars on Japanese taxpayers; and in the end Japan had to 
withdraw under fire of world opprobrium, as her own spokesmen have 
admitted. She gained nothing by that adventure. She only laid a lieavier 
strain on her own limited financial resources and antagonized public 
opinion in other countries, whence normally she might expect financial 
assistance.

Weeds flourish in lawns that are 
poorly fed. 
Grass to be healthy 
and strong enough to resist the in­ 
roads of weeds needs at least three 
“ square meals’' a season. 
Grass that is well fed. by the ap- 
lication of the proper 
fertilizers, 
grows vigorously and this in turn 
leads to the development 
of 
a 
dense, thick turf in which it is dif­ 
ficult for the young weed seedlings 
to gain a foothold. 
Three "square meals" per season ( 
for the lawn, means af least three 
applications of a quick acting fer­ 
tilizer. 
For 
spring 
and 
summer 
feeding of the lawn there is noth­ 
ing better, perhaps, than some of 
the more highly soluble nitrogen 
ous 
carriers 
like 
sulphate 
of 
ammonia. The sulphate of ammonia 
in powder form can be sprinkled on 
the lawn but care must be tak**n 
not to give the grass more than a 
dusting with the sulphate, other­ 
wise it will burn the grass and 
cause it to turn brown temporarily. 
Use the sulphate at the rate of two 
or 
three 
pounds 
per 
thousand 
square feet of lawn. 
Sprinkle it 
evenly and then turn the hose on 
the grass to wash the sulphate of 
ammonia down into the ground. 
Mixing the sulphate of ammonia 
with top soil and then spreading a 
thin dressing of the latter over the 
lawn insures more even distribu­ 
tion and serves as a further safe­ 
guard against burning the grass 
stalks. 
The use of r treat men) of sui 
phate of ammonia on a weedy lawn 
three times during the summer,! 


I about a month apart, will, after a 
season or two, practically rid the 
lawn of weeds, particularly dande- j 
lions.
